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Can  you  imagine  anything  more  annoy tog  than  having  to  listen  to  someone  play  a 


one- string  harp  all  day  long,  every  day  of  the  week? 
It  would  get  pretty  old,  wouldn't  it? 

FAT  SALVAGE  is  one  of  those  thing3  that's  "been  talked  about  go  much  the  past 
two  or  three  years,  that  3ome  of  us  are  inclined  to  consider  it  a  lot  of  "harping 
on  one  string."    Actually,  though,  FAT  SALVAGE  is  still  a  mighty  important  home- 
front  responsibility.    The  need  did  not  end  with  Victory,  "but  will  be  with  us  for 
some  time  to  eome. 


Well,  primarily,  the  fats  ore  needed  to  meet  certain  industrial  requirements. 
That  doesn't  mean  too  much  off-hand,  so  let's  be  a  little  more  specific.    Waste  fats 
are  an  essential  ingredient  in  the  production  of  nylon  stockings,  tires,  electrical 
appliances,  telephones,  automobiles,  upholstery  and  hundreds  of  other  peace-time 
goods  we've  all  been  waiting  for. 

That  brings  the  need  a  little  closer  to  home  doesn't  it? 

But  thore  are  some  other  angles  to  fat  salvage  that  shouldn't  be  overlooked. 
You'll  find  that  it  pays  other  dividends  besides  hastening  the  return  of  consumer 
goods.    For  one  thing,  your  grocer  will  pay  for  all  the  fat  you  turn  in  to  him. 
cents  a  pound.    But  more  important  than  that,  you  get  k  red  points. . .that's  K  mind 
you,  not  2... for  each  pound  you  turn  in. ..points  you  can  use  to  buy  rationed  meats 
and  butter. 

Doesn't  all  that  make  FAT  SALVAGE  a  very  worthwhile  enterprise?    You  could  even 
call  it  a  form  of  investment. 

American  homcr^dcers  have  done  a  magnificent  Job  of  caving  used  fats  during  the 
war.    They  can  do  the  same  job  now  to  help  speed  the  advent  of  a  new  era  of  better 
living. 

So  keep  on  saving  those  used  fats,  won't  you?
